The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  present  the  following 
report. 

During  the  year  we  have  met  with  a  great  loss  in  the  re- 
moval from  the  town  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Mr.  Joseph  J.  J.  Sawyer.  He  has  been  from  the  very  first, 
one  of  the  foremost  citizens  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
Public  Library,  and  his  last  official  duty  was  to  secure  for  its 
use  the  History  of  the  town  of  Warren  and  Sanborn's  History 
of  New  Hampshire. 

In  November  our  efficient  Librarian,  Miss  Mabel  Killam 
removed  to  Amesbury,  Massachusetts  and  the  vacancy  was 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Israel  S.  Merrill  as  Librarian. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  only  forty-six  books  were  taken  from 
the  Library  during  the  year  of  a  biographical  and  historical 
character,  hence  the  necessity  of  a  careful  selection  of  the  best 
books  of  fiction  by  the  Trustees.
